A lengthy memorandum gives the 
reasons for the refusal and explains 
the operations of the League of 
Nations on colonial_matters. 

The reparations portion of the 
reply, which has been completed and 
has reached the printer, does not 
fix the total sum which the Germans 
must pay. The text of the treaty 
itself is not changed, but the renly

tions’ process, explaining that it 
is a workable arrangement.
